Mr. Hanson made it very clear to 
those present that it was an abso- 
lute necessity for the benefit of the 
town, and the progress of the busi- 
ness and residential interests that 
an outlet should be made.

The residents of Upland will not 
be heavily taxed to pay for the ex- 
penses incidental to the cutting up 
of the grove which prevents Second 
avenue from reaching Twelfth street. 
The whole amount will be in the 
neighborhood of $9000, of which the 
business portion will pay the largest 
amount. The assessments vary ac 
cording to the location of the prop- 
erty, the lowest being $5 a fifty foot 
lot, up to $25. 

It seems impossible that any one 
having the interests of the town at 
heart should do anything to block 
improvement; property is as low as 
it is likely o be and whatever is 
done will increase the value of the 
lots assessed.

COUNTY SHOWS BIG CULTIVA- 
TION GAIN 

That farming and horticultural ac- 

tivities in San Bernardino county 

have kept pace with the increase in 

population, is indicated by the pre- 





liminary figures for irrigation in the 
state of California, made public yes- 
terday by the bureau of census at 
Washington. 

There were in 1919, when the eur- 
vey was made by the government, 
a total of 105,481 acres under irriga- 
tion, as compared with 70,278 in 
1909, an increase of 50.1 per cent. 

22.5 Per Cent Gain 
number of acres under enter- 
in 1920 was 186,784 as com- 
pared with 152,415 in 1910, an in. 
crease of 22.5 per cent. 

The number of acres enterprises 
{were capable of irrigating in 1920 
was 120,628 as compared with 86,107 
acres in 1910, an inerease of 40.1 
per cent. 

Riverside county showed a similar 
|inerease in the number of acres irri- 
gated, 108,336 acres being checked 
in 1919 as compared with 7436 acres 
in 1909, an increase of 51.7 per cent. 

Gain in Riverside 

The number of acres in enter- 
prises in Riverside county was 230,- 
144 in 1920 as compared with 210,452 
in 1910, an increase of 9.4 per cent. 
The acreage enterprises were capa- 
ble of irrigating was 131,907 as com- 
pared with 108,283 in 1910, an in- 
crease of 27.8 per cent. 

The figures show that the area ir- 
lrigated in this county is constantly 
increasing and that of the land un- 
der irrigation projects there is a sub- 
stantial acreage still capable of ir- 
rigation. 

In California there were in 1919 
4,095,247 acres under irrigation as 
compared with 2,664,104 in 1909, an 
increase of 53.7 per cent for the 
state.

SON OF REVOLUTION DIES AT 
LA VERNE 





RELATIVE OF HEMET PEOPLE 
WAS BON OF SOLDIER UN- 
DER; WASHINGTON IN 1777 





Revolutionary soldiers died last week 
at La Verne. He was Francis Marion 
Lemmon, father of Albert P. Lem- 
mon, for many years a teacher in 
the Hemet country, and grandfather 
of Mrs. George Morrow of Hemet. An- 
other son is R. L. Lemmon of La 
Verne, and the other grandchildren 
are Mrs. George Riley, living in | 
Northern California, Mrs. Charles} 
Suell of Hollywood and Bert Sutter 
of La Verne. 

The deceased was the son of James 
Lemmon, who fought in the Conti- 
neital army in 1777 under Washing: 
ton, and who has an authentic record 
preserved in the archives of the Sons 
of the Revolution. He died early on 
the morning of March 19 at his 
home in La Verne, at the age of} 
nearly 88 years. Mr. Lemmon had} 
lived in California for 33 years, and 
had been a resident of La Verne for 
28 years. His wife died there two 
years ago, : 

Was Widely Known 

Because of the distinction of being} 
the son of a Revolutionary soldier, | 
Mr. Lemmon was known in all parts 
of the state and had been highly 
honored in thi state, being a life} 
member of that organization. 

In accordance with the wishes of 
Mr. Lemmon, who professed to be an} 
infidel, there were no funeral eerv- 
ices. However, the sons requested 
that T. H. Broad might offer a pray- 
er, in their behalf at the grave, and 
with this simple rite, the burial serv- 
ices were held at Evergreen ceme- 
tery, La Verne, on Monday afternoon 
at 2:30 o’clock.

the Revolutionary | 
soldier whose son Mr. Lemmon had 
the distinction of being, was born 
about 1763 in Hagerstown in what Is 
now the state of Maryland. When, 
about fourteen years old he entered | 
the Continental army and_= served 
first as a messenger for officers.
